How the '‘SBharks'’ Prey Upon Improvident
Salaried Men,

FOUR HUNDRED PER CENT PER ANNUM

Alluring Annooncements Attrnct the
Workingman Who is in Financinl
Embarreassment—=Plan by Which

Interest Esceeds Principal.

Omaha, ke ayvery other metropolitan cen-
fer, has s usurers who cater to lmprovi-

dent horrowers to whom a dollar todny I'mlﬂ.'s‘

morg enchoniing than a tenvilollar goid piece
in the future, These usurera are commonly
konown as "money sharks,” the name origl-
natlng from the fact that in many instances
the interest exceeds the principal. Horrow-
ing money on -this plan s a progreasive
game, a8 cumulative as an aleoholle appe-
tite—one loan ealling for another, the same
s one drink calls for another

Alluring clreulnrs, skillfully worded, an-
noubce to the salaried man that if he is In
the poermanent employ of some responsible
firm bhe can barrow money on his own note

without indorgement or security of nny kind, |

In financial cmbarrassment & Imbued with
hope of relicf as he reads how easy it Ia Lo
borrow dnd how cusy It will be to pany biack
fn “small weekly Installments to sult the
convenience of the borrower."

The salaried man goes to the shark. He
nuswers o voluminous urray of guestions us
to how much salary he receives, how ofien
he gets his pay, how muny” other debts he
owes, how long he has heen with his present
employers, what specifie lne of work he Is
hired to do, where he last worked before
tuking his present sltuation, to what use he
expoots to put the wmoney and probably a
doron other querles. After all these pre-
liminuries, If he has made hisg statements
glrong enough and they bear the Insigonia of
truth, he gets the loan,

Ten per cent per month—120 por cent per
anuum~—Iis about the average rate of Inter-
est demunded by Omaha money sharks, but
it & in reality more than that when the
method of payment ls consldered, for the
borrower doeve not gel the use of the whole
amount of the loan, for the rules require
wockly Installments, but the partial pay-
ment plan of counting interest does not hold
good, In some lnstances, «be borrower Is
pllowed 1o muke monthly installments, this
concesslon belug mude where salaries are
pald monthly, but the shark prefers weekly
payments wherover possible, and when they
e made monthly the amount must of course

were the installments made weekiy,
How Rorrowers Are Diled,

Herp |8 the plan on which these loans are
made and no particular skill in mathematics
is required to see that the rate of interest
I8 far in excess of the stipulated 10 per cent
monthly, which of Itsell Is bad enough.

Supposa the saluried man borrows §30;
the loan is to run three monthe; he agrees
to pay 10 per cent per month on the whole
gum. This amounts to $0, ruoning the
principal and interest up to a total of 330,
On the first pay day following the date of
the loan he must begin paying it back. In
order to pay it within the three months-—
that is, the prevallihg period—he must
minks his weekly installments $3.256. That
runs out even, and if he I8 lucky enough to
meet every inetallment he I8 clear of the
shark at the end of twelve weeks; but he
has pald §3 for the use of a sum of money
that has been decreasing every week. For
Instance, If he has not migsed a payment,
at the end of eight weeks he has cut the
principal down Lo $4, for elght weeks at
$2.25 per week equals 328, and that sub-
tracted from $30 leaves $4, yer he locks $13
of belng equare on the hooks and has four
more payments to make. Allowing that §6
of the $26 pald during the elght weeks be |
credited to the interest, that leaves a credit
on the principal of $20, so that the last
month of the three the borrower pays $i for
the use of $10, that belug the amount of
the principal minus the $20 already pald,

Is 3% per cent monthly, or exactly 400
per cent annually. Thus It Is apparent at a
glance that the man who gets the loan pays
o fraction aver 10 per cent per month from
the very bheglnuing, and by the progressive
scale, so cunningly devieed, the rate of in-
terest Incréases with each Installment until
al the last it reaches the enormity of 348%
per cent monthly.

These flgures are not guesswork, but are
based on actual facts obtalped by inguiry
from the men who loan the money

The laws of Nebraska do not countenance
such usury, but laws are not alwaye en-
forced, and the man who borrows money on
the plan herein outlined, must either pay
the amount demanded or not get the loan,
and after ho has actepted the loan he must
keop his agreement or suffer exposure, for
the only wiy to beat the game s to Invoke
the ald of the law and that would neces-
sarlly give publielty to a condition upon
which any highsminded man I8 more or logs
sensltive, The result le Lthat the engulfed
borrower pays the illegal Intorest.

Whant the Law Snys,

The laws of Nebraskna, compiled statutes,
chapter 44, sectlon 1, reads ue follows:

Any rate of Interest which muay be agreed
upen, not excesding 310 per yeénr on §100,
shall he valld upon kny loan or forbeariance |
of monesy, goods or lhillu:s in wction: which
rate of interesl so agréesd upon may  be|
tuken yearly or for any shorler period, or
in sdvance, If so expreossly agreed

Section 6 of the samo chupler suys:  Uf
i greater rute of Interest thun ls herelnbe-
fore wllowed shall be contructed for or re-
celved or reserved, the contract shall not
therefore be vold; but i In any wetion on
such contrdet proof be muode that Hegul
interest hus been directly or ndirectly oon-
tracted for or tuken or reserved the plain-
HI shall only recover the principal wfllmul
interest and the defendant shall rec over |
costs; and If interest shall hive been pald
thercon, Judgment shull be for the princi-
pal, deducting Interest pald, provided the
acts and deslings of an agent In loaning |
money shall bind the prinelpal, and iy all
cuspes where there ls [llegal Interest by the |
transaction of the agent the principal will
o leld thereby as If he had done the same
In person. Where the sume person sots |u|
ageiit for the borrawer who oblalns the
money from the londor he shuall be deemed
to b the sgent of the lender also

But the salaried man cannot afford the
publicity of golog inte court 1o sstablish his
rights v such & transsotion. The Bee was
prompted to look lole thls money leading
evil by the recelpt of & letter from a well
known worklngmoan, whose oame is with-
held. Io substunce his letter reads:
are many people owgiteted about

the trusts and other public guestions, while
here at home we have something of vastly
more importance. I refer to some of the
loan agencies doing bueiness here.  Two
of these have written the writer offering
loand at “reasonable rates,” and upon heing
asked for their terms refused to glve the
Iinformation unless 1 would make a per-
gonal call at thelr office, This 1 huve never
donée

Recently there came to my notice A case
of villalny almogt unprecedented, A member
of the Typographical unlon, temporarily
embarriagsed, called for a loan of ¥5 He
wis charged $1 for the contract, and after
nan advance payment of $.50 for the first
month's Interest, walked out of the loan
offive with £0.50. He pald the money buck
In weekly Installments of $4.50, aund finally
got a receipt in full when he had paid H2,
un Investment for the shark representing
M vents on the dollar.

Some salnried men horrow as low as §10,
ilthough the sharks prefer to loan a larger
amount, 1t corts $3 to borrow $10 provided
the debt 1s paid within three months, And
so an through, the story of usury runs,
ghowlng hoW enormopus profit s made from
a class illy able to pay the penalty, the
larger the principal the greater the Inter-
esl, of coursae,

Sharks Hound Thelr Viectims,

that the salaried borrower
I¢ therefore unuble

In the event
NToses his position and
to Keep up hls payments the money shark
maltes life a burden to him, He is threat-
ened with all sorte of dire congequences, and
his every footstep Is hounded. Or If he
does not lege hig positien and for pny other
reason ly unoble to pay—perhaps slckneas
and death In the famlly may intervene—he
i harassed by the shark until he makes
some arrangement to aquare the bill,

It I8 & common thing for these “salaried
men'' to horrow from one shark to  pay
another. *'Let us take up your loans at
other places and glve you rellef” Is a
patchy advertisoment that sometimes ap-
PEATE.

Annoyed by one shark, the sensitive bor-
rower turng to another of the fameo jlk
for "rellef,” and gets what appears to be
balm for his troubled mind and depleied
exchequer, but in his improvident pace bhe
doesn’t stop to think that he s binding
upon himeell an obligation for more Infer-
est which will eventually become just such
s millstone about bis neck as the one he
east off by receiving the loan from shark
number two.

The dJdefensive theory set forth by the

‘men who make loans at such llegal rates

of Interest I8 that the horrower enters
Into the contract with his eyee wide open,
that he knows in the begloning how much
interest hi has 1o pay, and that he ought to
b the judge as to whether the accommoda-
tlon s worth to him the price asked.

A plan by whieh the borrower may pay
more interest (ban the amount of the loin
I8 where the renewal system |s parmitted.
For example, a man borrows §10, for which
he agiees Lo pay $1 per month, He I8
rither more lmprovident than the average
borrower and finds- it Inconvenient to mesl
hig paymenta. The shark knows he holds
i permanent position and allows him to lel
the loan stand, provided bhe keops up the
Interest. This he does and the debt con-
tinues for a year. He has theo puald §'2
annual interest for the use of §10, and still
owes the principal. Such Instances as the
one cited in the foregoing are rare, but
they have happened and are clearly wilhin
ihe range of possibilities, provided the
shark has enough falth in the borrower Lo
grant bim the privilege of renewal.

In this respect Omaha ls eald to bhe no
worse than many other citles, and not so
bad as some. As n rule, Omaha enlgried
people are lnclined to be thrifty and are
g0 prosperous that they do pot need to bor-
row Hut the lmprovident is nlso
represented, und there |8 demand unough to
support nearly a dogen of these loan In-
slitutions.

Just |
after noon the boys drew thelr camp chairs
around a meal that would bave been AL to]
set before a king, We had roast chicken,
turkey, pig, lamb, fish apd several other
Kinds of meat. We bhod vegetables of all
kinds and fruits. In fact, It was about the
best dinner that ! ever tasted, and, by the
way, I have sampled a good many Ih my
time. The tables were get In the company
street and were covered with a great shest
of canvas to keep off the rays of the burp-
ing tropical sun, After dlsposiug of the
dinper, Spanish clgare were brought out
and Caplaln Taylor, as toastmagter, culled
wpon the boys for speeches or sopgs. We
had some pretty falr orators and the elo.
guence let ‘out wupon that oveasjon wes @
caution. Then there was singing, salos
duets apd about everytbiog that you could

all,

i preity

think of. Just as our festal oceaslon was
about to hreak up, the crack Filipino band
of the vity, the one that went out with Agui-
nitlilo when he started on the warpath, came
down from Manila and serenaded us, play-
ing “The Stars and Stripes,’”' *“America,”
“Yankee Doodle' and “A Hot Time.” After
the war opened we captured this band, but
as they appeared to be & prety decent lot
of fellows, we didn't treat them bodly.

Filipinos Share Christmas Cheer,

“After the serenade we banqueted the
Filipino musiclang and showed them a goed
time. They semalned with us during the
evening and entered into the spirit of the
enjoyment that was golng on. They sang
gongs and played until taps for lighls were
sounded.

“With the soldiers Christmas was an off
day wo far as work was concerned. There
wis the regular guard duty, but that was
We did not hiave to drill or appear on
dress parade, so taking it all together, we
had a pretty good time."
